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Afghan mujahedeen 
name ‘head of state’ 


ISLAMABAD, Feb 26, 
(Reuters): The main Afghan 
rebel alliance has chosen a US- 
educaied engineer as head of 
state in its proposed transitional 
government, rebel sources said 
yesteiday. 

The enpneer. Ahma d Shah, 
43, is the d^uty leader of Itte- 
had-i-lslami, one of the seven 
Pakistani-based parties. The 
party, strongly supported by 
Saudi AratMa. is led by Abdurrab 
Rasul Sayyaf. 

Shah comes from the same 
tribe as Afgbanistan's current 
President, Najibullah. 

The mujahedeen alliance 
announced a blueprint fora tran- 
sitional government to take over, 
pending national elections, but 
did not name its candidates for 
the various posts. 

The formula includes a' 
supreme council of the seven 
party leaders and a 28-member 
cabinet, made up of 14 rebels, 
seven refu^ representatives, 
and seven “Muslims now firing 
in Afghanistan." 

Replace 

The head of state would be one 
ofthe cabinet members. - 

Shah, a Pashtun from the 
Ahmadzai tribe, is from the 
Kabul region. A speaker of 
Arabic, English, Pashtu and 
Dari, he look a master's degrre in 
civil engineering in the United 
States and servi^ as a professor 
at Riyadh’s King Faisal Univer- 
sity. 

The seven-party albance has 
sud a neutral transitional gover- 
nment must replace the current 
Soviet-backed one in Kabul 
before an agreement on Soviet 
troop withdrawal from Afghan-

NEW DEl^ Feb 26, (UPl): 
Prime Mimster Rajiv Gandm 
said India has fired an indi^- 
ously developed surface-to-sur- 
face missile, making it the Gf^ 
nation in the worid to produce 
such a weapon. 

Ra^v received a standing ova- 
tion in parliament when he 
announced the test launch oftlw 
"Pritbri" class wiiMiig from Sri- 
harftota space centre in Andhra 
Pradesh state south of New 
Delhi. 

He said the projectile flawles- 
sly completed.a 150-mile (250- 
km) ffigbt and plunged into the 
Bay of B^al, making India the 
fifth nation- after the United 
States, the Soviet Union. China 
and France to have developed 
such a weapon. 

"There was no foreign know- 
hdw or collaboration involved," 
said ^jiv. "This is an important 
technological achievemenL" 

India is in the midst of its lar- 
gest ever military build-up to 
meet .a peredyed threat from 
nei^bours Paldbtan and China, 
and^bolster its position as a 
regional superpower of 780 
mCUon people, say. ' 

Rajiv s^ the aiissiles would 
be siq^plied "in numbera" to the 
Indian military "purely for 
defensive purposes," but 
declar^ the items were capable 
of delivering "large payloads a^ 
warheads which could inflict 
heavy damage on' enemy tar- 
gets.” 

He gave no details as to what 
a rmamen t would bc Carried oo a 
Prithvi — Hindi for "earth” — 
but said it had the best warhead- 
to-weight ratios and more 
advanced navigation and 
guidance systems man any com- 
parable of missile. 

But defence experts were scep- 
tical about its. sophistication, 
sa^ngit is simiUirin design to the 
Nato-designated Soviet Scud 
missile, first deployed in 1965 by 
Moscow, New Ddhi'smain arms 
suroher.

LONDON, Feb 26. (Reuter): 
Newly-ri^ tycoons f^m indus- 
try, property and entertainment 
are elbowing most aristocratic 
old money aside in Britain's 
booing billionaiiestakes. 

But, Queen Elizabeth is com- 
fortably ahead of the field as the 
holder of the country's biggest 
personal fortune. A survey says 
self-made entrepreneurs form 
the bulk of at least 20,000 
millionaires in Britain. 

Money magazine has dis- 
covered that only five members 
of the titled elite belong among 
the 20 richest Britons with wealth 
in excess of £250 miUion (S440 
miliion). 

A survey in the Mardi issue of 
Money named the 200 richest 
people in the country — seven of 
them billionaires — and put their 
collective worth at £26.5 billion 
($45 billion). 

Palntfnga 

They ranged from the Queen, 
who has estates, shareholdings, 
jewellery, race horses and paint- 
ings worth £3.34 billion ($5.88 
NUion), to best-selfing author 
Frederick Forsyth with £10 
million ($17.6 million), the min- 
imum amount for inclusion.

Four killed in 
worst day of 
unrest as Shuitz 
meets Israelis 


OCCUPIED Jerusalem, Feb 26, 
(Agencies): Four Palestinians 
were killed and dozens wounded 
in widespread riots in the 
occupied west Bank and Gaza 
Strip today as US Secretary of 
State George Shultz putaMiddle 
East peace plan to Israel's 
divided leaders. 

Israeli troops shot dead two 
Palestinians yesterday. 

The deaths — two-by Army 
gunfire and two in disputed cir- 
cumstances — raised to at least 
72 an unofTicial toll of Palestin- 
ians killed since an uprising in the 
territories began on Dec 9. 

The Army said it was inves- 
tigating the cause of each death. 

A wave of violence, called for 
by the “Unified National 
Lradership of the Uprising." 
swrol the occupied areas after 
Friday prayers. 

Bombs 

Demonstrators poured out of 
mosques and attacked troops 
with stones, bottles and petrol 
bombs, an Army spokeswoman 
said. 

Despite a massive police and 
Army show of strength, demon- 
strations and clashes erupted in 
East Jerusalem and vir- 
tually all the main towns in the 
occupied territories. 

In Hebron, troo^ opened fire 
with'live ammunition after tear 
gu and rubber bullets failed to 
disperse hundreds of protestors 
hurling rocks and petrol bombs. 

One Palestinian died and at 
least four were injured, the Army 
spokeswoman said. But a 
preliminary Army autopsy 
showed school teacher Fouad 
. A wb Sharawi was not shot and 
bis body bore no marks of 
violence. 

The Palestine Press Service 
(PPSl quoted hospital doctors as 
saying Sharawi died of suffoca- 
tion caused by inhaling tear gas. 

Clashes 

Elsewhere in the West Bank, a 
65-year-old woman was shot in 
the pelvis during disnirbances in 
the village of Tubas, near 
Nablus, and died in the city's A1 
ittihad Hospital doctors said by 
telephone. 

liie body of another Palestin- 
ian, 22-year-old Hassan Abu 
Khiran from the Arub refugee 
camp north of Hebron was taken 
to Bethlehem Hospital The PPS 
said he was shot dead. The Anny 


said it was investigating. 

In the Gaza Strip, there were 
clashes in the Jafolya refugee 
camp in which a 14‘year-old 
youth, lyad A1 Ashkar, was 
killed. The Army remov^ his 
body from a UN health centre 
and said an autopsy showed he 
had been killed by a stone which 
hit his left temple. 

The registers at two Gaza city 
hospitals showed at least 25 
wounded Palestinians were 
admitted from Jabalya. Five had 
been shot and the others injured 
by rubber bullets or soldiers' 
elute. 

UN officials said unrest was 
reported in several other Gaza 
Strip refugee camps and the 
Anny clamped a curfew on the 
Nut A1 Shams refugee camp out- 
side Tulkarem afl^ disturban- 
ces. 

The violence coincided with 
Shultz's five-day tour of Israel, 
Jordan, Syria and Egypt to 
present proposals, rejected by 
the PLO, for xie^tiations on 
limited self-rule in the occupied 
areas. 

Reservations 

Shultz and Shamir both des- 
cribed thdr2 1/2 hour meeting as 
friendly. But the Israeli lead^'s 
spolce^an made clear Shamir 
voiced strong reservations 
about parts of the US plan. 

"Shamir repeated in a very 
clear way his opposition to the 
whole thing of aa international 
peace conference.” spokesman 
Yossi ANmeir told reimrters. 

He said Israel would not 
negotiate under duress from 
Arab rioters in the streets. 

"If we try to work under pres- 
sure, this will be interpreted by 
the PLO as a viciory,” Ahimeir 
quoted Shamir as teUing Shultz. 

Peres welcomed the US 
initiative, telling reporters: "I 
think he brought workable 
proposals and we have some 
workable proposals and for that 
reason we started to work.” 

An informed source quoted 
Shultz as telling Peres that the 
1978 Israeli-Egyptian Camp 
David accords, which set out a 
timetable for Palestinian auton- 
omy, were out of date.

Reagan blames

WASHINGTON, Feb 26, 
(Reuter); President Reagan 
blamed outside agitators, he 
would not identify for inflaming 
the riots in Israeli occupied 
territories. 

At a televised news conference 
on Wednesday night, Reagan 
said: "We have had intimations 
that there have been peoplesusp- 
ected of being terrorists, out- 
siders coming in. not only with 
weapons, but stirring up and 
encoura^ng the trouble in those 
areas.” 

“In the Middle East, it is time 
forali parties to rid themselves of 
old ideas and stances that cannot 
work and b^'n a serious process 
of negotiations and reconcilia- 
tion," he said. 

Any peace seltlemeni "must 
meet Israel's security needs and 
satisfy the legitimate rights of the 


Palestinians,” he added. 

Reagan told reporters it 
"would be one of the grralest 
achievements of this administra- 
tion, if before I leave, we could 
bringabout a peace in the Middle 
East.*’ 

Wrong 

A Saudi Arabian newspaper 
attacked Reagan today accusing 
him of building his Middle East 
policy on wrong information. 

"If President Reagan has 
wrong information and deals 
with It as fact, how can hi.*: 
Secretary of State (George 
Shultz) act on this information 
...?" asked AI Riyadh. 

The editorial was commenting 
on Reagan's call for Middle East 
states to rid themselves of old 
ideas and start negotiations to 
end the Aratelsraeli conflict.

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Obesity 
not linked 
to eating; 
study 

NEW YORK, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
Two new studies of obesity — 
one involving adults, the 
other infants — reinforce the 
theory that many people are 
fat bmuse they don't bum 
energy as rapidly as otherpeo- 
pie, not because they eat 
more. 

The studies, reported in the Feb 
25 New England Journal of 
Medicine, say that energy 
expenditure seems to be the 
key influence on a person's 
long-tenn weigh L 

Fat people expend less energy, so 
the clones they eat are more 
likely to be transformed into 
extra weight. 

For overweight batnes, “our fln> 
dings su|gest that the most 
appropnate approach to 
preventing obesity in suscep- 
tible infants may be to 
increase their energy expen- 
diture, rather than decrease 
(the amount offood they con- 
sume)," saidSusanRobertsof 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and her 
colleagues, who tested infants 
of underweight are over- 
weight mothers. 

Intants 

She found that the infants who 
became obese had bodies that 
expended nearly 21 per cent 
less energy than other babies. 

The other study, by researchers 
at the National Institutes of 
Hralth oflrce in Phoenix. 
Arizona, studied a group of 
American Indians and con- 
cluded that "a low rate of 
energy expenditure may con- 
tribute to the ^gregatioo of 
obesity in families.” 

In that project, led by Eric 
Ravussin, the investigators 
found that volunteers with a 
slower metabolism were four 
times more likely to gain 16 
pounds over a four-year 
period. 

In an editorial, doctors Jules Hir- 
sdi and Rudolph L. Leibd of 
Rockefeller University in 
New York said the Ravussin 
results prove that the 
metabolic rate a person 
inherits influences whether a! 
person is destined to be fat

South Africa frees 
detained activists 


C:APET0WN, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
South Africa released a number 
of detained black activists in the 
wake of its crackdown on the 
anti-apartheid opposition but 
immediately placra them under 
restriction. 

Four leaders of anti-apartheid 
groups in Cape province were 
relea^ yesterday after being 
held without trial for up to 14 
months under a national state of 
emergency, civil rights lawyer 
Essa Moosa told Reuters today.

tion orders barring them from 
spea^ng at political meetings 
and plaong &em under house 
arrest between 7 pm and 6 am, he 
said. 

The four are ZoUi Malindi, 
western Cape President of the 
United Democratic Front 
(UDF), his deputy Christmas 
Tinto, Roseberry Sonto, Vice- 
President of Cape Town Con- 
gress and Dorothy Zihlangu, 
President of the Federation of 
South African women. 

Banned 

Several other activists were 
believed to have been freed in 
other parts of the country, 
lawyers said. Government 
offldals declined to give names or 
flgures. 

The white-led government vir^ 
tually banned 17 anti-apartheid 
organisations on Wednesday, 
provoking condemnation, from 


around the worid. 

Leading activists, including 
the entire national executive of 
the UDF, South Afirica's biggest 
anti-apartheid movement, have 
been restricted. 

Treasurer Azhar Cachalia 
became the last member of the 
UDF executive to be restricted 
when security police served him 
with an order today barring him 
from politics and from ^ring 
press interviews. 

Defended 

President P.W. Botha defen- 
ded the crackdown at a political 
rally last night, saying it was 
intended to “prevent the oppres- 
sion of a communistic dictator- 
ship.” 

Moosa predicted all emer- 
gency detainees could soon be 
released. He believed the govern- 
ment had a dual strat^ to sup- 
press the black opposition while 
freeing detainees, who have

Tibet monks hold 
protest festival 


LHASA, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
Rebellious monks at one of 
Tibet's largest monasteries held 
an “alternative" prayer festival 
today after boycotting the 
offic^ event in protest a^ost 
their treatment by the Chinese 
authorities. 

More than 200 monks at 
Drepung monastery, five knr 
out^e Lhasa, squatted in ranks 
in tb^ own temple and chanted 
Buddhist scriptures after refus- 
ing to join annual Mon Lam 
festival at JokhangTemple in the 
heart of the city. 

"We will got go to Lhasa. It is 
not good," one young monk said 
in broken En^ish during a break 
for yak butter tea. 

Tibetan sources said the 
monks re^rded the official 
oeFemonies in Lhasa as a show- 
case event designed lo show- the 
authorities’ commitment to 
religious freedom. They cited 
police surveillance of the festival 
as one reason for the boycott. 

At least six people were killed 
in Tibet last October in protests 
against rule by Beijing, which 
sent in troops in 1950 and men-, 
ded government by a theocratic 
Buddhist elite. 

After the takeover Tibet's 


spiritual leader, the Dalail^ama, 
fled into exile with tens of 
tbousanrb of supporters and the 
re^on was radiduly reformed on 
communist lines. 

Lamas at this year’s official 
festival, which began yesterday, 
said that 80 Drepungmonks had 
turned up, but one Tibetan 
source said the number was only 
15. 

One monk at the alieiuative 
ceremony said it mirrored the 
closed Moo Lam festival held at 
the monast^ before Chinese 
authorities lifM a 20-year ban 
on the event in 1980. 

Drepung's chantmaster 
Ngawang Dorchung, whose 
btroming base voice is a loved 
tradition at ibe Mon Lam rites, 
only agreed lo join the official 
ceremony after persistent per- 
suasion by local government 
o/fidals, 'Tibetan sources said. 

An ideological “work grOap" 
has been stationed at the hillride 
Drepung monastery since 
October’s protests.

Antibody 

neutralising 

AIDS 

virus found 

WASHINGTON, Feb 26. (AP): 
Researchers have developed a 
synthetic peptide that trig^rs in 
rabbits an antibody which 
neutralises the AIDS virus, but 
they said other breakthroughs 
are' needed before the technique 
raw be in hntnang- 

Mark Gurney, an assistant 
professor at the University of 
Chicago, said he synthesised 
several short peptid^ a com- 
pound of ammo, acids,, that were 
^entidtl in somie'w^ to a por- 
tion of the., envelope that 
surrounds tbe'hinnan immune 
virus, known as HfV. TbeHlV & 
the virus that causes AIDS or 
acquired icumuie deficiency syn- 
drome. 

Gurney said the peptides then 
were^at^ into laboratory rab- 
bits, The immune system of the 
rabbits produced three 
antibodies against the peptides. 

Researchers then exposed 
these antibodies to several 
strains of the HIV rims in test 
tubes. Gurn^said the HIV virus 
was neutralised, or prevented 
from spreading to other cells. 

The experiment used a peptide 
that was a diemical mimic of a 
portion of the HIV envelope that 
remains unchanged, Gumey 
said. Other parts of the virus 
change frequently. This unchan- 
pag portion of the HfV virus 
does not elidl an antibody res- 
ponse when it is attached to the 
whole virus for reasons that 
scientists do not understand, said 
Gurney. 

But the fact that a p^tide 
imitating part of the HTV virus is 
able to trigger antibodies nu^ be 
importaatm combating the fatal 
disease. 

Arab end Western doctors will 
meet in Cairo next week to dis- 
cuss ways to combat AIDS in the 
Middle i^t, where co^rvative 
morality has kept the'faial dis- 
ease from reaching epidemic 
proportions. 

Specialists from 60 countries 
are expected for Egypt's first 
iniemational conference on 
AIDS from March 3-5, at which 
issues include prevention 
and control throu^ official 
policy, education, religious 
u^uence and law.

Egypt's political parties plan to 
hold a mass Arab peace march 
into Israel within three months in 
support of Palestinian demon- 
strators in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, an organ- 
iser said. 

Lotfi El-Kholi, head of the 
"Committee for the Consolida- 
tion ofthe Palestinian Uprising.'* 
said they hoped a million people 
from Arab countries would take 
part. 

Hetold Reutcrshewould fly to 
Tunis to meet Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) leader 
Yasser Arafat and arrange for 
deported Palestinians to join the 
march. 

Israel has expelled about 2,200 
Palestinians from the West ^nk 
and Gaza Strip since capturing 
the territories in the 1 967 Middle 
East war, be said. 

The Egyptian parties announ- 
ced their plan following failure of 
a PLO attempt this month to 
send deponed Palestinians back 
to Israel by ship. An explosion 
crippled tbe PLO's intended 
"ship of return" in Cyprus. 

Kholi, a journalist and leading 
member of the small leftist 
Unionist Progressive Party, said 
he would also go to Algeria, 
Morocco and Iraq to promote 
the march. Other politicians 
would go to other Arab coun- 
tries. 

Determination 

Asked what the marchers 
would do if Israel stopped them 
crossing the border, Kholi said 
they would press on regardless. 

'This time, il is the (Arab) 
people and not Armies that will 
cross the frontiers and we are 
determined to cross under any 
circumstances without firing a 
bullet," be said. 

Arab Armies have fought four 
wars with Israel since the Jewish 
state was founded in 194S. 

“We will tell the whole worid 
we are not going to let the Pales- 
tinians down this time, as we 
(Aiate) did in 1982," Kholi said, 
referring to the year when Israel 
invaded Lebanon to oust PLO 
commandos. 

He said the Egyptian parties 
planned that marchm would go 
into Israel simultaneously from 
Egypt, Syria, Jordan and 
Lebanon at a date still to be fixed. 

“We pray to God thauthe- 
Syrian and Jordanian govern- 
ments will open their boraers for 
us to cross. We have been reas- 
sured that Egypt will not objecL" 
he said. 

Kholi said he hoped Israeli 
peace activists would join the 
marchers in Israel His commit- 
tee would urge Israel to pul the 
Palestinians under international 
protection. 

He said Egypt, the most 
populous Arab stale and the only 
one pledged to peace with Israel, 
woiud contribute one-third of 
the marchers. .

Aquino warns Muslim rebels 


ZAMBOANGA, Feb 26, 
(Reuter): President Corazon 
Aquino called on Islamic slates 
lo^y to help avoid rekindling a 
Muslim separatist rebeliion in 
the southern Philipfunes. 

"We will seek peace but we will 
f^ht if fight we musL” Aquino 
sw in a speech in Zamboanga on 
tbe main southern island of Min- 
danao. 

"We urge (Islamic nations) to 
reCrain from any action that will 
encourage any extremist 
activity," she said. 

Aquino’s trip follows efibrts 
by the secessionist Moro 
National Liberation Front 
(MNI^ to win support from tbe 
powerful Organisation of 
Islamic Conference for their 15- 
year-old fight for an independent 
homeland in Mindanao. 

Rebel spokesmen have said 
they expect tbe organisation to 
grant spet^ membership to tbe 


MNLF, which would ^ve it the 
status of a goyernment-in-exile. 

Aquino said the Philippines 
could use tbe help of Islamic 
nations in bringing peace to Min- 
danao where most of tbe coun- 
try's seven million Muslims live. 

In northern and central Min- 
danao. military and town 
oOidals reported MNLF troops 
movements, but southern com- 
mand chief Major-General 
Cesar Tapia said the rebels were 
posturing and told reporters he 
expected do new fightmg. 

Blast 

Meanwhile, a bomb blast at a 
packed open-air festival in Man- 
ila injured about 1 5 people late 
on Thursday but failed to stop 
the dancing as Filipinos 
celebrated the second anniver- 
sary of thar "people power" 
revolution. 

N o-one Haimeri responsibility 


for the explosion but military 
intelligence had said earlier 
extrenust factions might to 
disnq)t the day-long festivities. 

Witnesses said the bomb 
exploded during a firework dis- 
play about 100 metres behind a 
stage where a rock band was 
playing. Police said no-one was 
serioudy injured. 

Asoldier at the scene said there 
was only momentary panic on a 
street lit mainly by disco lights 
and the fireworks. 

Tens of thousands of people in 
the area carried on dancing, 
celebrating the toppling of Fer- 
dinand Marcos and the installa- 
tion of Corazon Aquino as 
President in February 1986. 

Earlier in the day, Aquino and 
most of her senior government 
and milit^ official had been 
near the site of the blast, the only 
violence to mar the government- 
sponsored celebrations.

Sinhalese radicals, many of 
than members of the outlawed 
People*s Liberation Front have 
rejected the peace pact, saying it 
nukes too many conce^ons to 
the minority Tamils. 

Sinhalese extremists have 
killed at least 150 members of 
Jayewardene’s ruling United 
National Party and other sup- 
porters of the accord since it was 
signed July 29.

ACCO RDING to a recent statis- 
tical report the annual cost of 
international phannaoeutical 
consumption is estimated at 
approximately $5.4 billion and 
Arab countries consume more 
than a quarter ofthe total quan- 
tity of medical drugs produced. 
But the 40-y^-old Ajub phar- 
maceutical industry has only 
been able to meet I S per cent of 
the Arab world’sdemand or S3()0 
million worth of phar- 
maceuticab consumed. 

The main obstacle to the real- 
isation of a self-suffident Arab 
pharmaceutical industry, accor- 
ding to a local newspapiCT, b the 
lack of specialists and profes- 
sional personnel. Other 
problems include lack o£ 
educational planning taking into 
account Arab needs for m^ical 
supplies and drugs and the accep- 
tance of dependence on imported ■ 
medicines. 

Strategies 

The Director General of the 
Arab Pharmaceutical Establish- 
ment in. Iraq Tahseen Ahmed 
Jihad said that the Arab Hi^er 
Committee for. Phaimaceutical 
Affairs, was.- one of the most 
important comnuttees. of the 
Coundl Arab Health Mini- 
sters because of its work in 
developing a self-suffident Arab 
pharmaceutical industry. 

He said thatattbe committee’s 
9th session meetings held in 
Kuwait recently the committee 
had discussed a strat^ for 
pharmaceutical industries and 
studied recommendations regain 
ding such strategies adopted at 
the Arab Union of Medical and 
Pharmaceutic^ Producers Sym- 
posium which' met in .Amman 
last December. 

Jihad added that the commit- 


tee was currently conducting 
studies aimed at determining the 
best way to overcome current 
obstades.

. world was also dtedas a probleni' 
faced by Arab phannaceuticaj 
companies. 

Au remarked that the lack of 
coordination among Arab 
producers of medical and phar- 
maceutical supplies was a 
primary cause of the unfavoura- 
ble competition and duplication.

This also means that 
many go(^ can also be sold.to 
other neighbouring countries 
oflen at a tection of the cost of 
importing them all the way from 
Europe or tte Far EasL 

Most of the early local indus- 
tries were oooscructioo bas^ 
such as the National Industries 
Company which makes bricks, 
tiles and other building 
materials. 

The Kuwait Gypsum . Man- 
ufacturing and Trading Com- 
pany is ano^er example of this 
type of local industry. 

Moreover, in recent years 
more varied industries have 
wpeared, such as the National 
Textiles Company which 
prt^uces an attractive ran^ of 
towelling at very competitive 
prices.

Bishara winds up 
Washington visit 


WASHINGTON, Feb 26, 
(Kuna): Secretary-General of 
the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) Abdullah Bishara was 
winding up his visit to Washing- 
ton today, describing his talks 
with top Reagan administration 
officials and US Congressmen as 
successful. 

Bishara, after a five-day visit 
told Kuna he was here on a 
"good-will mission” on behalf of 
tte GCC states aimed at finding 
ways of ending the eight-year-old 
war between Iran and Iraq. 

Convinced 

Bishara said he had extensive 
discussions with National 
Security AdviserColIn Powell on 
Thursday at the While House 
and reviewed the prospects for 
peace in the Gulf conflict, the US 
Naval presence, and efTorts 
being exerted al the United 
Nations aimed at reaching a 
comprehensiv|e settlement of the 
war. 

During his visiL Bishara also 
met with Assistant Secretary of 
Defence Richard Armitage, Ass- 


istant Secretary of Stale for the 
Near l^st Richard Murphy, and 
a big txumber of members ofCon- 
gress who are on the House 
Foreign Affairs and Senate 
Foreign Relations Committees. 
He also made a series of speeches 
here, including one al a closed 
session with Gulf experts at the 
Brookings Institution here 
Friday. 

Bishara told Kuna he was con- 
vinced that a solution to the Iran- 
lraq war will be found by the end 
of 1988. He also said he was con- 
fident that a secood resolution 
calling. for an arms embar^ 
against Iran will be adopted by 
the Security Council before the 
end of this month. 

The Secretary General expres- 
sed satisfaction that the GCC 
states have succeeded in establi- 
shing a dialogue with Iran over 
the last few months, sayi^ this 
has helped ease the crisis sli&tly. 

Bishara is expected to fly to 
New York to meet with the 
Secretary General of the United 
Nations Javier Peres de Cuellar 
on Monday. 


BAGHDAD, Feb 26, (Agen- 
cies): British businessman John 
Smith, imprisoned for life on a 
charge of bribing Irs^i officials, 
was released from jail on Thurs- 
day after he was pardoned by 
President Saddam Hussein, a 
British government official said. 

David Mellor, a junior British 
Minister who held talks with 
Hussein in Baghdad said: “'Hie 
British government very much 
vrelcoRie this warm indication of 
good will towards the British 
people which is very much 
appreciated." 

Earlier, a British embassy 
official, speakingon condition of 
anonymity, said the Iraqi 
President issued the pardon on 
Wednesday, in response to a 
representation made by Mellor 
during a meeting WL^nesday 
night. 

The embassy official quoted 
Mellor as saying he was "really 
delighted to see Smith go back to 
his family and 1 think the move 
will boost bilateral relations.*' 

Espionage 

Smith, 43, was working as a 
salesman for British cur sales 
agency Hesiair Dennis when he 
was arrested in I979whiie talking 
with an Iraqi official in u park. 

He was later convicted ofbrib- 
ing offidals. At the time he was 
also accused of "economic 
^pionage" but it was not clear 
whether he was evrr formally 
char^ or convicted on such a 
charge. 


Smith was sentenced to life 
iiiwrisonmeni in 1980. The Iraqi 
officials accused of being 
involved with him were tried and 
sentenced to death. 

They were executed according 
lo an Iraqi law that prohibits 
receiving bribes from foreign 
businessmen or providing them' 
with information related to the 
stale. 

Smith, who has two children, 
was imprisoned with Iraqi 
inmates in the main prison in 
Bagdad. He received regular 
visits from his wife. The embas.'iv 
official said Smilh became frien- 
dly with other inmates and lear- 
nt Arabic. 

Smith arrived in Britain un 
Friday to u tearful reunion with 
his family but refused to speak 
about the bribery charges. 

Smilh held bock his tears as he 
ran towards his wife and two 
daughters at Heathrow airport 
after arriving from Baghdad. 

Smith thanked Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher for her 
cflbrts on his behalf and said 
conditions in the Baghdad prison 
were very good. 

“My day-to-day routine was 
very much a do-it-yourself life 
and now I'm home 1 think I'll 
make someone a good wife. We 
cooked and washed and I used to 
lake exercise regularly every 
morning." 

Smith said he had learned to 
speak Arabic while in prison and 
would not mind returning to 
Iraq.

"Luckily for us. the « i id had 
exposed most of the mines, so we 
were able to pass through the 
area without injury." 

The two men said they also 


came close to death in the Libyan 
desert when they ran out of 
water. A passing shepherd saved 
their [iv’es by filling their water 
skins. 

They said they ate once a day 
— the traditional Arab diet of 
bread, dates, coflee and tea. They 
baked bread over a log fire, slept 
four hours at a time and look it in 
turns to guide the caravan while 
the other rested. 

“Our camels were able lo 
travel 5 miles an hour, so each 
day we travelled about 75 milesin 
20 hours," Saleh said. 

To entertain themselves the 
two men would race each other.

Afghan talks 

Prospects for peace 
remain clouded 


Robertson a wild card in South Carolina

GENEVA, (AP): N^otiatioos 
on an end to the A^ian war 
resume here in a week, amid 
widespread hopes the conflict 
can finally be ended. But prosp- 
ects for success in the talks 
remain clouded — particularly 
over who will govern Afghanis- 
tan in the future. 

US Secretary of State George 
Shultz ended talks in Moscow 
this week with a note of optimism 
on Afghanistan, but complex 
issues must still be resolved 
before an end to flghlingin one of 
the most murderous conflicts 
since World War II. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev sent hopes soaring when he 
pledged Moscow will withdraw 
its estimated 115,000 troops 
within 10 months, starting May 
1 5. provided Pakistan and Afgh- 
anistan reach a prace settlement 
in the United Nations-sponsored 
Geneva talks ^ March 15. Pak- 
istan, Afghanistan's nei^bour, 
has brou^t Afghan refugee and 
Western points of view into the 
negotiations, along with its own 
political and security interests. 

With talks scheduled to be 
resumed March 2, this would 
leave just 13 days to tie up a 
pukage of agreements to end 
nine years of fighting — believed 
by some to have claimed more 
than a million lives. 

Pullout 

Gorbachev has said the start of 
the pullout could have even 
sooner if the settlement is com- 
pleted earlier. But be has failed to 
say when the withdrawal would 
start if the March IS deadline is 
not meL However, Shultz has 
said in Moscow he has *‘not the 
slightest doubt" that the ^viet 
leader is determined to bring 
home his troops. 

After a 2Cklay shuttle between 
Kabul and Islajtnabad, jUN 
mediator Diego Coidovdzrei^r- ‘ 
ted early this month that there 
was ''virtual agreement" on the 
timetable of the Soviet withdr- 
awal. 

The United States and Pakis- 
tan still would prefer to give the 
Soviets less than 10 months to 
leave. But the timetable is no 
longer considered to be a critical 
obstacle to a settlement 

In almost six years of negotia- 
tions, accords Imve already been 
reached on non-interference by 
outsiders in a post-war Afghan 
state and on the principles of 
return of 3.S million Afj^ans 
now sheltered by Pakistan — the 
largest concentration of refugees 
in ^ world. 


But crucial aspects are still 
unresolved, raising questions 
about a recent comment by 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Anatoly G. IO)valev that only a 
"few commas or words" remain 
to be discussed at Geneva. 

Among the still-opra issues: 

• At what stage is Western 
and other military aid to be cut 
off to the Mujahedeen guerrillas 
who are battling the Kabul 
government and jts Soviet back- 
ers? US ofTidals say the timing of 
tte cutoffhas not yet been deter- 
mined. 

• How should the withdrawal 
be phased? Gorbachev has said 
"relativeiy greater portion” of 
what he des^bes as the "limited 
Soviet contingent" of troops will 
be withdrawn quite rapidly. He 
implied Moscow was thus accep- 
ting US demands that the wi thdr- 
awal should be “front-end 
loaded."

For protection of tankers in the Gulf 

Major US companies 
turn to British heip

MANAMA. (AP): Major US oil 
companies doing regular busi- 
ness with Saudi Arabia are turn- 
ing to Britain for protection of 
their tankers against Iranian 
attacks. Gulf-based shipping 
executives and diplomatic sour- 
ces confirmed Thursday. 

liie sources, all speaking on 
condition they not be named, 
said the move by such corpora- 
tions as Chevron and Mobil was 
apparently prompted by loss of 
hope that the US Navy's escort 
operations would be expanded to 
cover US-owned or operated 
vessels that do not fly the 
American Hag. 

They said Chevron and Mobil 
recently registered a total of five 
supertankers in Bermuda under 
the r^ ensign, flag of the British 
Merchant Marine, and Exxon 
Corporation had brought its 
Bahamas- registered Esso Atlan- 
tic out of four years' retirement 
to carry crude to the United 
States. The 5l6.S93-ton ship is 
one of the world's three or four 
largest. 

Exxon already has about a 
dozen supertankers flying the 
UK flag, and another five sailing 
under the French flag. 

France. Britain, Italy and the 
Soviet Union also have naval 
escort contingents in the Gulf. 

Shifted 

Two Chevron-owned vessels, 
the 413,158-ton Chevron South 
America and the 264,000-ton 
Chevron Edinburgh, were shif- 
ted from Liberian to Bermudan 
registry in December. The vessels 
routinely operate between Saudi 
Arabia's Ras Tanura terminal 
and Chevron's US Gulf coul 
refinery in Pascagoula, Missis- 


sippi. The Chevron fleet is 
esumated at 48, mainly under 
Liberian registry. 

Mobil, with a 28-vessel fleet, 
has transfered three Liberian- 
flagged tankers to Bermudan. 
They are the 277,000-ton Mobil 
Falcon, the 280.428-ton Mobil 
Petrol and the 138,496-ton 
Mobil Acme, which also routin- 
ely carry Saudi crude to the 
United States. 

The US Navy's Middle East 
force mainly protects 1 1 state. - 
owned US-flagged tankers r^ 
registered last year in the United 
Stales. Only one of the re-flagged 
ships is a crude oil tanker, and 
none of them sail regularly to the 
United Stales, which derives 
only six per cent ofiis oil imports 
directly from Gulf sources. 

Although the Navy may escort 
any US-fTag vessel, few enter the 
waterway, where nearly 500 
ships have been hit' or damag^ 
since the Iraq-lran war began in 
September 1980 and spr^ in 
earnest to the Gulf four years 
ago. 

Iran strikes at neutral vessels 
in the 600-mile ( 1 .000 km) water- 
way in retaliation for Iraqi raids 
on Its own tanker routes. 

Attacks 

Following an increase in Iran- 
ian attacks last year, American 
shipowners with vessels regis- 
ter^ under other “flags of con- 
venience" for tax and other pur- 
poses, or carrying cargo to and 
from the United Slates under 
other flap, urged the Pentagon 
to let the Navy escort their ves- 
sels. 

The pressure increased just 
before the new US Defence 
Secretary, Frank Carlucci, 
visited the Gulf last month .to 
reassess the Navy role. 


Christian conservatives may spoil Bush's party

ALEXANDRIA, VA.,(ReuteT): 
George Bush's drive for the 
R^ublican presidential nomin- 
ation could be jolted in the US 
south next month by people like 
TunHmrigan. 

Harrigan, 28, a former sales- 
man now toiling in a makeshift 
political headquarters in his 
basement, has joined a growing 
anny of conservative Christian 
volunteers working for can- 
didate Pat Robertson, a former 
religious broadcaster and faith 
healer. 

That army of evangelical Chr- 
istians has made Robertson a 
wild card in the South Carolina 
Republican primary election on 
March S and on “Super Tues- 
day" three days later, when 20 
states, mostly in the south, pick 
delegates to the RepubUcan and 
Democratic national conven- 
tions. 

“I've made myself totally 
available. I'm a staunch con- 
servative," Harrigan said in an 
interview at his home in Alexan- 
dria, Va, a Super Tuesday state. 

Vice President Bush, he said, 
was much too liberaL d^ite his 
loyalty to the conservative 
Presidrat Reagan. 

Fall 

The fall of television evangelist 
Jimmy Swaggart, who gave up 
his pulpit on Sim^y amid allega- 
tions of adultery, might make it 


somewhat more difllcuU for 
Robertson to broaden his 
political base, politics experts 
say. 

But Brookinp Institution 
politics expert Stqihen Hess said 
of the Swaggart wain "It can't 
help Robertson, but it's a little 
blip — it doesn't amount to 
much." 

Bush, who trounced Senator 
Robert Dole in the New Ham- 
shiiepiimary last week, ishoping 
to capitalise on Reagan's 
' popularity in the south and on a 
potent organisation to roll over 
l^le on SupCT Tuesday and 
secure the nomination. 

For that to occur, the Bush 
camp says, its candidate must 
prevail in South Carolina, the 
south's political gateway, where 
a win would give Bush a decisive 
surge of momentum. 

Win 

But Robertson, a Virgiiiian, 
has thrown down the gauntlet in 
South Carolina, predicting he 
will win there and go on to other 
victories on Sup^Tuesday. 

South Carolina Republican 
leaders see a potentially v^ 
tight Bu^-Robertson race, with 
the less u^-oiganised Dole trail- 
ing. 

Asked if Robertson might win 
South Carolina, Republican 
state chair man Van Hipp told 
Reuters: "It can happeiL It's 
realistic.

N'DJAMENA, (Reuter): Last 
year Colonel Abdelkader 
Kamougue lived in plush Libyan 
hotels at Tripoli's expense plot- 
ting Chadian l^esidCTt Hi^ne 
Habre’s downfall. 

Today, he is serving Habre as 
Chadian agriculture minister, 
and leads a spartan life in 
N'Djamena — the dusty and 
bullet-scarred capital of the 
country -which has seen two 
decades of dvil strife. 

He is one of scores of former 
Habre foes who have rallied to 
him in the [^t two years as part 
of the Oiadian lead^'s dedared 
policy of for^veness and 
national recondhation. ' 

Other beneficiaries of Habre's 
open arms policy include Gen- 


eral Djibril Negue Djogo, the 
current justice minister, and 
Public Works Minister Kassire 
Delwa Coumakoye, who as a 
Judge condemned Habre to 
deatii a few years a^. 

After inflicting defeats on 
Libya on the battlefields the 47- 
year-old Chadian leader is win- 
ning peace at home, where his 
once exiled enemies have been 
returning. 

Jobs 

“We were all drawn home not 
by the promise ofk^ jobs but by 
the related realisation that only 
Habre could hold the country 
together," Kamougue told 
Reuters in an interview.' 

Those who have returned have 
been given top jobs in govern- 
ment, the Army and the 
judidary. But they say this 


played no part in their decision. 

Adoiun Yaooub led a 1983, 
Libyan-backed military invasion 
of northern Chad aimed at retur- 
ning former President Goukouni 
Oueddei to power. Now he is the 
Chadian A^y’s tiiird highest 
ranking commander.

Soviet dlsslddiit monks epedk Italy welghlngiorglveness 
about religion under communism for Red Brigade members

PSKOV, Soviet Union, (Reuter): 
As the miUeoniiim of Christian- 
ity in Russia approaches, a group 
of dissident monks have ^ken 
out about their problems under 
the cormnimist authorities who 
they say are reducing monastic 
life to a token show. 

"Before the revolution, when a 
man entered amonsutery, he died 
as far as the Tsarist state was 
conoernecL'’ one of the monks. 
Father Alipiy, told Reuters in a 
recent interview. 

" But the Soviet state will not so 
readily relinquish aman. A monk 
remains a Soviet edtizen with all 
the pressures and obligations 
which that entails." 

Father Alipiy was one of 10 
months expelled from the Cave 
Monastery near the northern city 
of Pskov in 1983 after protesting 
at what they called misconduct 
by their superior Ardiimandrite 
^vril. 

He was appointed by the Mos- 
cow church nierarchy, which dis- 
sidents say collaborates with the 
Kremlin. 

The Archimandrite was not 
available to conunenton the case 
of the 10 who now officiate in 
village churches around I^kov. 

Father Sergei, responrible for 
discipline in the monastery, said 
only that the community 
preferred not to wash its dirty 
linen in public. 

Thousands of Soviet and 
foreign tourists visit the 500- 
year-old monastery every year 
aad, to the casual observer, the 
life of the monks there seems to 
follow its centuries-old rhyt^. 

Thty rise at six for moniing 
worship in the various white and 
pastel-coloured churches on the 
site, then work in the gardens and 
bakery or restore icons until six in 
the evening when they return to 
their prayers. 

The outstanding feature of the 
monastery is a laltyrinth of caves 
where the founding hermits lived 
until the 14th century and which 
contains the bones of 11,000 
monks, local nobility and 
warriors. 

A scent rather like lavender 
which comes from the coffin of 
Vasa, wife of one of the early 


mon^ is said to be miraculous 
and is a particular attraction for 
pilgrims and tourists. 

A record number of visitors 
are expected to flock to the mon- 
astery this summer during 
celebrations marking 1,000 years 
ofChristianityin Russia berause 
Pskov is the birthplace of Olga, 
yandmother of Vladimir, Rus- 
sia’s first Christian prince. 

But the dissident monks, in 
signed statements about their 
gnevances, cautioned against 
assuming Soviet monasteries 
were thnving. They said com- 
munist authorities were malnng 
entrance for young novices 
increasingly difficult and xeduc- 
ingmonasbe life to a token show. 

Their remarks echoed points 
made in a recent letter on monas- 
teries from a Russian orthodox 
bishem to Kremlin leader Mik- 
hail ^rbachev and paralleled 
warnings from dissident laymen 
that Soviet authorities will use 
the milknnium to give an inac- 
curately rosy picture of the state 
of the church. 

Before the 1917 Bolshevik 
Revolution, there were 1,025 
monasteries and convents in the 
Russian empire, where monasti- 
cism was still popular and 
revered. 

In successive anti-religious 
campaigns, hundreds of these 
were forcibly dissolved and their 
lands confiscated by the state. 
Now there are only 17 orthodox 
monasteries and convents in the 
Soviet Union and none for other 
denominations. 

In one case, that of the Solovki 

island community, a labour 
camp was built on the site of the 
dissolved monastery. 

"Pskov was lucky and escaped 
closure," said Father Alipiy. 
"But the state took away our 
lands, lakes and forests and lefl 
us with only a small garden.”

They move gracefully, 
obviously enjoying the dance. 
Looking at them it is difllcult to 
place them in time. They could be 
last century's mariners or busin* 
essmen who just stepped out of a 
Mercedes. 

Some of them look so old that 
they probably remember the 
begianlng of this century. Others 
are teena^rs. Their instruments 
mainly diiTcFent types of drums 
and flutes look ancient. No mat- 
ter how narrow the ran^ of the 
music and the dancers is. this 
kind of performance Is tiw cea- 
trepiece of Kuwait's folklore and 
presents a most effective way of 
recalling one's heritage.

US economic growth revised to 4.5pc in 4th quarter 


WASHINGTON, Feb 26, 
(Reuter): The US economy grew 
at a 4^ per cent annual rate bet- 
ween October and D«:enib», 
even faster than the brisk A2 per 
cent pace estimated a month ago. 
the government said yest^ay. 

The Conmijerce Department 
said the opwacd levision to the 
figures for gross national 
product (GNP), the total output 
of goods and services produ^ 
by the • United States, partly 
reflected stronger consumer 
spending than first thou^L 

An important inflation range, 
the GNP implicit jmce deflator, 
rose 2.7 per cent in the fourth 
quarter, the same as estimated a 
month ago. 

The new statisUcs made no 
change to the growth rate for the 
whole of the calendar year of 2.9 
percent. But, measured from the 


fourth quarter of 1986 to the 
fourth quarter of 1987, the rate 
was revised up to 3.9 per cent 
from 3.8. 

The 4.5 per cent fourth-quar- 
ter rate, slightly faster Umh the. 
third-quarter pace of 4.3 p^ 
cent, was the highest since 5.4 per 
cent in the first quarter of 1986. 
But it was below economists' - 
forecasts of at least five per cent 
growth. 

Revision 

Economists had expected the 
government to report higher 
. levels of exports and inventoo^ 
but the Commerce Departmrat 
announced downward revisions. 

Economists said the upward 
revision to the fourth-quarter 
growth hgures was both good 
news and bad nea«. 

The resilience of consumer 


spending following the October 
stock market crash augurs well 
for a sixth consecutive year of 
eronomic growth in 1988. And 
with unsold goods piling up less 
rapidly than economists had 
feared, pfoducti<m cutbacks this 
quarter may not be so severe. 

But the slight downwaid rev- 
ision to net exports underiined 
yet again that America faces a 
long , haul in reducing its trade 
deficit, which hit a record S17I 
union in 1987. 

. Rea! personal consumption 
expenditures fell S19.8 billion in 
the fourth quarter rather than by 
S24. 1 as first estimated. Between 
July and September they rose by 
$33.2 billion. 

The dollar fen m New York on 
news of Rie GNP figures as 
traders reasoned, that, if con- 
sumer spending was not as weak 


as assumed, demand for im ports 
would remain fai^ and t^ US 
trade balance would improve 
only slowly.

Japan’s rapid growth good news for US 


TOKYO, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
Japan's economy is booming and 
looks set to exceed the govern-' 
mem's growth target for 1987/ 
88, government economists said 
yesterday. 

“Domestic demand is very, 
very vigorous," said one, who 
declined to be identified. 

The rapid growth is good news 
for the UnitM States, which has 
been pressing Japan to speed up 
its economy and increase its 
imports to help correct the 
world's lopsided trading pat- 
terns. 

The economists said the econ- 
omy expanded strongly in the 
October/December quarter and 
that growth for the fiscal year 
ending March 31 was likely to 
top the government's 3.7 percent 
target. 

“Growth is likely to be over 
four percent," said one. 

Growth in 1988/89 also looks 
set to better the government 
forecast, of 3.8 per cent, they 
said. 


Behind the revitalisation of 
Japan's economy, which only a 
year ago was fiat on its b^k 
because of the strong yen. Is 
strong domestic demand. 

Alarmed by the dama^ done 
to its exporters by the surging 
the^vemment loosened its 
tight hold on public finances last 
year and sba^ly increased con- 
struction spending. 

Low interest rates have ignited 
a housing boom and consumers 
have sloped up spending on 
electronics and other goods to 
put in their new homes. 

Fastest 

Encouraged by the strong 
domestic economy, Japanese 
companies have begim to rebuild 
inventories and step up ending 
on new plant and equipment 

“Public and private invest- 
ment is very strong," onegov^- 
ment economist said. 

He climated that the econ- 
omy may have risen by about 1 .5 
per cent in the October/Decem- 
ber quarter from the previous 


quarter. 

That would translate into an 
annual gn>wth rate of about six 
per cent and compares favoura- 
bly with forecasts of US econ- 
omic growth of around two per 
cent in 1988. 

The Japanese economy rose 
two per cent quaiter-on-^uarter 
in the July/Septemberperiod, the 
fastest growth in 3 l/2year8. 

Meanwhile, many Japanese oil 
companies ara trying houses 
lost billions of dollars in 
speculative oil trading last year, 
Reuter reported yesterday^ 

Analysis blamed US hank* for 
encouraging oil compaiues to 
tiode heavily in volatile oil 
futures, espeoaSy on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange 
(NYMEX) where prospective 
buyers and sellers can hrage or 
speculate on the future price of 
the commodity, the report 
added. 

It said many Japanese traders 
guessed wrong and did not have 
the futures market experience to 


cut thdr losses. 

Some investment bankers not 
oofy wrote, but also gave semin- 
ars on the subject, according to 
the report. 

“They created a whole new 
activity for the oil industry. Some 
oil companies got excited, 
thought it was a whole new world 
and stopped behaving like oil 
companies," the report pointed 
out 

Meanwhile, Japan imported 
about 18 million kilolitres of 
cnide last month, a 5.9 per cent 
increase over the December 1987 
levels, according to figures 
relra^ here the Ministry of 
International Trade and lodus- 
tiy.

Oil prices tumble amid oversupply fears 


NEW YORK. Feb 26, (AP): Oil 
price^i plunged yesterday, pr^ 
snred by accelerating worries 
about overproduction, technical 
factors and a report showing lar- 
ger-tban-expected US inven- 
tories, analysts said. 

On the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, contracts for April 
delivery of West Texas Inter- 
mediate. the benchmark US 
crude oil. closed at $15.92 per 42- 
galion barrel, down 54 cents 
from Wednesday. 

It was the first time the near- 
month crude contract closed 
below $16 since Dec 21, when it 
settled at$I5.16. 

Among March contracts for 
refined products, wholesale 


heating oil closed at 4522 cents a 
rallon, down 1.18 cents from 
Wednesday, while wholesale 
unleaded gasoline settled at 
45.37 cents a gallon, 0.98 cent 
lower. One gmlon equals 3.8 
litres. 

Decline 

William Byers, an analyst at 
Bear. Stearns and Co. brokerage 
firm, said he believed the 
“catalyst" of the decline was a 
federal energy information 
adm^tration report, issued on 
Wednesday night, that showed 
US crude inventories up by 8.5 
million barrels last week. 

Tliat figure, much greater than 
the 1.88 million-bairel increase 


ci'tdd on ' Tuesday tiy the 
American Petroleum Institute, a 
Washington-based trade oigan- 
isation, shook the market, whidh 
was already edgy over continu- 
ing reports of growing oil 
prwuction and inventories. 

“Opec is producing about I 
million barrels a day more than it 
was a month ago, and this per- 
ception is getting into the market 
— which isn’t thrilled by it," said 
Peter Beutel, asaslant mrector of 
the energy group at Elders 
Futures Inc. 

Confidenoe 

Analysts also said tedmical 
factors pushed ofl futures prices 
lower. 

In particular, the market's 


confidence was shakmr^hen the 
near-montb crude contract 
broke below S 1 6.37,: ‘'which had 
been seen as a veiy important 
support leveL" Beutel said. 

Donald Morton, vice

BBK declares ’87 loss after provisions 


BAHRAIN. Feb 26, (Reuter): 
Bank of Bahrain and Kuwait 
(BBK), the largest commerdal 
bank in Bahrain, reported a 23.4 
million dinar ($62 million) loss 
on 1987 accounts after raising 
provisions against bad and 
doubtful loans. 

The bank, which was given a 
waiver by the central banks of 
Bahrain and Kuwait on prov- 
isions for 1986. said It set aside 
29.2 million dinars ($77 million) 
against loans for 1987. 

This was more than nine times 
asmucbasin 1986 when the bank 
declared zero profit for a second 
ye^ running and used its full 3.2 
million dinars (58.5 million) in 
operating profits to build prov- 
isions against lending. 

A brief statement of prelimin- 
ary results said the increase in 
provisions was “to strengthen 
the bank’s financial position and 
build a solid base for the future.' 

The bank, owned by ins- 
titutional and private sharehol- 


ders in Bahrain and Kuwait, stud 
operating profit rose by 81 per 
cent in 1987 to S.8 milKon dinars 
($15.4 million). 

it was hard hit in the early 
19805 when collateral on loans, 
in the form of stock and 
property, declined sharply in 
value. In contrast to some off- 
shore banks which lent heavily to 
Latin America, much of the 
bank's exposure is in the Gulf 
region. 

BBK's 1986 accounts were 
qualified by auditors Ernst and 
Whinney, which said there was a 
shortfall in loan provisions at the 
Kuwait when measured ^mnst 
the Central Bank of Kuwait's 
requirements. 

Shortfall 

Kuwait's Central Bank, wi^ 
the agreement of the Bahrain 
monetary agency, guaranteed 
the shortfall which was lobe met 
out ofearninp in future years. 

Banking sources said that 
waiver had been extended since 


there was still a shortfall. BBK 
will omit its dividend for a third 
year running and does not intend 
to take any capital measures, 
they said. 

BBK's statement said; “The 
board of directors reiterated its 
confidence in the bank ndiich 
continues to enjoy considerable 
capita] resources and solid sup- 
port from its sharriiolders and 
the governments of the states of 
B ahrain and Kuwait. 

The bank has launched a 
major reorganisation and, under 
new geno^ manager Murad Ali 
Murad drafted from Saudi- 
based National Commercial 
Bank, has moved into new 
headquarters in Central Man- 
ama. 

Bankers estiamte it holds 
about a quarter of the dqiositsin 
Bahrain's banking system. Its 
main rival. National Bank of 
Bahrain, held 1987 net profit 
unchanged at 4.4 million dinars

US consumer prices rise 0.3pc 


WASHINGTON, Feb 26. 
(Reuter): US consumer prices 
rose by a moderate 0.3 percent in 
January aAer a 0.2 percent rise in 
December, the Labour Depart- 
ment reported today. 

Although energy prices 
declined for the second con- 
secutive month and food price 
rises slowed, the deparunen l said 
January prices were driven 
higher by increases in housing 
costs, mracal care and enter- 
tainment. 

The January rise in the con- 
sumer price index was within the 
expectations of financial 
aiiuysls who said they expected 
the inflation rate this year to be 
about the same as last year when 
prices rose by 4.4 percent. 

“We expect inflation to stay 
moderate this year, with no big 
increases, and energy w*ill con- 
tinue to hold the overall rise 
down," said Beth Mace, econ- 
omist at Data Resources Inc. 


Excluding food and energy, 
consumer prices would have 
risen 0.5 percent last month, the 
department said. 

In testimony to Congreu this 
week. Federal Reserve chairman 
Alan Greenspan said he saw no 
indication of an imminent 
acceleration in inflation, but 
added it was necessary to remain 
vigilant to prevent it (rom creep- 
ing up. 

Improvement 

Federal Reserve vicechairman 
Manuel Johnson said on Thurs- 
dav that an improvement in 
inflationary expwtations had 
allowed the US central bank to 
ease slightly on the money supply 
a few weeks ago to help nudge 
interest rates lower. 

Greenspan said an inflation 
rate of three to four per cent 
would be acceptable. He said be 
expected oil price increases to 
abate this year hut saw rising 


import prices contributing to the 
inflationary pressures. 

The dollar s decline has made 
imported goods more expenrive.

Housing prices rose 0.4 per 
cent in January after a 0.3 per 
cent December increase. House- 
hold hid prices fell for a second 
month in a row in January, led by 
a 0.8 per cent drop in fuel oil 
prices.

Fed conditionally agrees

Reserve Board — the American 
Central Bank — are 
“appropriate.” 

Sprinkel, in Paris to attend a 
special meeting of economic 
policymakers u^y said he was 
“delighted” with the testimony 
of Fed chairman Alan Greenspan 
before the House Banking Com- 
mittee on T uesday. 

At the hearing, Greenspan 
indicated that the Federal 
Reserve Board's Opm Market 
Committee (FOMC) h^ set tar- 
get ranees of 4 per cent to 8 per 
cent for the M2 and M3 
aggregates, representing a 
decrease of one percentage point 
in terms of their midpoints com- 
pared with 1987. M2 and M3 
include time deposits as well as 
checking the accounts and cash 
included in the Ml category of 
the US money supply. 

Decision 

Sprinkel said the committee's 
decision to try to go down the 
middle of those ranges, with a 
growth rate of around 6 percent, 
“is indeed appropriate.” 

“The (US Prudent Reagan) 
administration is just as concer- 
ned about inflation as the 
Federal Reserve Board .... we 
don’t want the adoption of 
polides that will lead to a reac- 
celeration of inflation,” he told a 
group of journalists. 

Sprinkel said he was confident 
that the US real net export 
defidi, which has beat improv- 
ing since the third quarter of 
1 986, would continue improving 
at a somewhat faster pace in 
1988. declining by between 'S40- 
45 biltion. 

He acknowledged, however, 
that the improvement of the 
trade defidt in nominal terms is 
taking somewhat longer to show 
despite what he described as an 
export “bonanza” in the United 
States.

The government announced 
on T ue^ay that it wouldn't use 
its spedal share in Britoil to 
block the offer, as long as BP 
kept promises to meet certain 
conditions. 

Operations 

Among the conditions were 
that BP would maintain the 
headquarters for some of 
Britoil's operations in Glasgow. 
Scotland. 

The government had retained 
the special share- - which gives it 
the veto power over the com- 
pany's affairs - when it privat- 
ise Britoil in two stages in 1985 
and 1982. 

Britoil chairman Sir Philip 
Sheibournc said in a letter to 
shareholders: “Your board con- 
tinues to believe that 500 pence 
($8.80) represents an inadequate 
price for an ordinary share in 
Britoil. but there arc now con- 
siderable uncertainties confront- 
ing shareholders who might wish 
to remain a minority in Britoil.” 

Hesaid the continued listing of 
the company's shares could not 
be guaranteed and that the 
market value of the shares would 
likely fall after the BP offer 
closes.

is controlled by foreign firms. 

The FCC said American finns 
had complained that foreign 
governments were limiting 
access to their markets while the 
US markets remained open to 
imports. 

Only a few years ago the 
United States had a surplus in 
telecommunications trade, but in 
1986 it ran a deficit of $2 billion. 
Efforts are under way in Con- 
gress to adopt legislation to 
reduce the huge US trade deficit 


For the first time the FCC will 
require large US telecommunica- 
tions firms to report the equip- 
ment they purchase so the com- 
mission can determine how much 
is made abroad. 

Business 

In ad^tion. foreign-owned 
telephone firms offering 
telecommunications services in 
the United States must r^rt the 
extent of their business and 
revenues. 

Cable and Wireless of Britain 
and FCC communications, 
which is partly owned by French 
interests, are among firms that 
will be affected by the 
requirement, FCC officials said. 

The FCC also said it would 
study global arrangements on 


rates which it said kept prices for 
international telephone calls far 
below actual costs of providing 
the service. 

Unlike the US system, tele- 
phone service in most other 
countries is operated by the 
government or govemmenl-con- 
trolled entities and does not 
allow competition on prices and 
service. 

Redprocity 

The FCC said it needed the 
information to decide whether 
polides abroad that discrimin- 
ated against US firms should be 
taken into consideration in its 
derisions. 

FCC chairman Dennis Patrick 
said the reporting requirements 


should not be taken as meaning 
the FCC opposed foreign par- 
tidpation in the US market. 

“We believe in the economic 
utility of free trade. However, we 
also believe in the principle of 
redprodty,” hesaid. 

FCC offidals said they had 
received informal complaints 
from American firms of dis- 
jcrimination in teleixnnmunica- 
tions maikets. They declined to 
name the countries. 

The breakup of American 
Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany in 1984 was seen as an 
opportunity for forei^ firms to 
incieasesalesin the UnitedStates 
while their home, markets 
remained closed to American 
firms, FCC offi^s said. 


India expects economic 
growth despite drought 


Getty seeks Texaco shares 


NEW DELHI, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
India put a gloss on its drought- 
stricken economy today, 
forecasting it would grow by one 
to two per cent in the current 
financial year, a finance ministry 
survey said. 

The economic survey said the 
growth in the fiscal year, ending 
March 31 was mainly due to 
indnsirial growth, which hit 10.2 
per cent l^etween April and 
November from 8.5 to nine per 
cent in the same periods between 
1984 and 1986. 

The survey was released ahead 
of next fiscal year's budget, due 
to be presented to pariiament on 
Monday. 

Setbacks 

Industrial growth overcame 
setbacks caused by a drought 
which is expected to cause a seven 
to 10 per cent decline in agricul- 
tural production in the current 
year against the previous year, 
the survey said. 

Last October the World Bank 
estimated India would have a 
zero growth rate in 1987/88 due 
to the drought caused by four 
weak summer monsoons in a 
row. 

The survey said the drought 
did not affect the distribution of 
food grains although it damaged 
the summer crop. Food grain 
production declined from more 
than 1 50 million tonnes in 1 985/ 
86 to about 144 million tonnes in 
1986/87. 

Survey 

The survey said the drought- 
caused food shortages led to a 
rise in prices in fiscal 1987/88, 
particularly for agricultural 
commodities, including edible 
oils and oil seeds, spices, cotton 
and cereals, the survey noted. 

The survey said the govern- 
ment held the inflation rate to 9.3 
per cent in terms of the consumer 
price index in December 1987, up 
just 0. 1 per cent from December 
1986 

The government also announ- 
ced cuA^ks in e.\penditure, of 
about Rs 6.5 billion ($500 
million) in the current fiscal year. 

“In view of the prompt, 
anticipatory measures, the finan- 
cial consequences of the drought 
on the overall government bud- 
get deficit are likely to be con- 
tained within manageable 


limits,” the survey said. 

The survey noted a strong 
ejqx^n perfonnanoe in the past 
two years, adding that export^ 
grew by 24.6 percent in first nine 
mont^ of fiscal 1987-88 to Rs 
74.1 1 billion (SS.7 billion) from 
Rs 58.57 billion (S4u5 billion) in 
thesameperiodin 1986. 

Imports rose 13.S in April- 
Deceml^ 1987 to Rs 103.98 
biUion (S7.9 billion) compared to 
Rs 92J9 biUioD ($7.1 bUUon>in 
the same period last year. 

Concern 

Bui it e:q>ressed concern over 
balance of payments, saying it 
was affected by a fall ingrowth of 
domestic oil output, protection- 
ist Uds abroad and bunching of 
repayment obligations to the 
International Monetary Fund 
and other creditors. 

It said the rapid increase in 
government ei^nditure 
threatened to raise inflation. 

The survey warned that the 
ha lance of payments were mainly 
dependent in the short term on 
the rapid and growth of exports 
and raising the quality and 
price competitiveness of locaDy 
manufactured goods and 
efficient import substitutions. 

It also emphasised the impor- 
tance of keeping commercial 
borrowi^s within prudent 
limits to finance the balance of 
payments.

Prospects for promoting 
coopmtioD in the oil sector bet- 
ween Iraq and Britain were dis- 
cussed here on Thursday bet- 
ween Iraqi Oil Minister Issam 
Abdul Raheem Al Chalabi and 
British Foreign Office Minister 
David Mellor.

UK unveils plans to privatise electricity industry 


LONDON. Feb 26. (Reuter): 
Britain yesterday unveiled con- 
troversi^ plans to privatise its 
electricity industry in the most 
ambitious move yet in Prime 
' Minister Margaret Thatcher's 
: sale of state-owned companies 
into private ownerehip. 

Energy Minister Cecil Parkin- 
son told parliament that the Cen- 
tral Electricity Ceneraiing 
Board (CECB) in ^gland and 
Wales will be sold off for £27 
billion and would be split into 
three different companies. 

“My proposal will create a 
modern competition industry, 
owned by the public and respon- 
yve to the n^s of customers 
' and employees,” he said. “There 
are real benefits in prospect.” 

The sale dwarfs previous sell- 


offs such as the £7.22 billion 
privatisation of British Gas and 
the £2.6 billion British Telecom 
flotation. 

Criticism 

The electricity plan ran into 
immediate criticism from CEGB. 
chief Lord Marshall who told 
journalists it was “not in thccon- 
suniers' inieresi." 

It was also attacked by trade 
unions and opposition labour 
spokesman John PrescoU who 
suid the dismantling of the 
CEGB with its 170.000 
employees was “against the 
world trend and represents a 
triumph of ideology over com- 
mon sense." 

Labour, which nationalised 
the industry afier World War 
Two, is pariicularly concerned 


that private companies will lake 
over responsibility for nuclear 
power stations. The government 
has allowed time for a parliamen- 
tary debate on March 7. 

Legislation to allow the sale is 
expected to be passed within tw-o 
‘years although the opposition 
has pledged to fight it bitterly. 
Similar plans for the industry in 
Scotland and Northern Ireland 
will follow shortly. 

Other major British enterpr- 
ises already privatised by 
cher include British Airways. 
Rolls-Royce, Jaguar Pic, Britoil 
Pic, Enterprise Oil and the Brit- 
ish Airports Authority. It has 
also sold its stake in British 
Petroleum Co Pic. 

The sales are partly responsi- 
ble for the government’s current 


budget surplus estimated at unto 

£10 billion. ^ 

Parkinson said the privatised 
industry would be more com- 
petitive* and more responsive to 
customers' needs. 

The first of the three new com- 
panies to be formed will own 
about .V) per cent of the CECB's 
non-nuclear generating 
capacity. The second will possess 
the resu including the nuclear 
power stations. 

The third will run the national 
grid whose ownership will be 
transferred lo the 12exislingarra 
boards which will bmme dis- 
Lribution companies. 

Parkinson promised thai elec^ 
iricity prices would continue lo 
be regulated and that thesecurity 
and safety of supplies wvuld be 


maintained. 

A spokesman for the biggest 
powerstation union said plans to 
form three cominnies could lead 
to power cuts, higher prices and 
poorer-services. 

Strong opposition to the 
scheme was promised by rail and 
coal raining unions whidi fear 
widescale job losses if the privat- 
ised electiidty decides to switch 
to irapohs of cheaper foreign 
coal.

The new foils, which took the 
US West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) crude oil below $16 on 
Thursday, were triggered by 
figura 1^ the US energy infor- 
mation administration showing 
an 8.5 million barrel rise in 
American domestic crude stocks. 

Output 

More fimdam^tally, analysts 
blameexcess output by Opec (foe 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries) in the 
second half of 1 987, whra it pum- 
ped up to 3.5 mnUon barrete per 
day (bpd) over its self-imposed 
1 6.6 milU^ bpd oeiling. 

With slack demand, this 
brought stocks in the mdustrial 
nations of the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) to their 
highest for five years. 

The Paris-based International 
Energy Agency (1^) estimated 
that OECD government and oil 
company stocks on January 1, 

1988, at 99 days’ forward con- 
sumption, two days more than a 


year ago. 

Apart from 102 days’ of stocks 
at end-1982, the lewl was the 
highest since lEA records be^ 
in 1974. 

Evidence suggests that stocks 
in the first quarter of this year are 
•not falling as fast as expected, 
partly due to weak demand 
causra by a mild winter, par- 
ticulariy in West Europe. 

Christine Baker of Nomura 
Research, in common with 
several others, said she had been 
looking for stocks to fall around 
two million bpd in January- 
March 1988. But the dedine so 
far was only about LO to 1.5 
million. 

If conilrmed. this low decline 
could aggravate the supply over- 
hang and price weakness in com- 
ing months, Baker said. 

Stock declines in March are 
usually less than in January and 
February, and there could even 
be a stock increase in the second 
quarter of 1988 of around 
400,000 Baker said. 

Options 

Analysts also said Opec sellers 
had biSt up their own stocks. 
They understood Saudi Arabia 
had increased the amount it 
holds overseas by chartering five 
or more supertankers with 
options to use them to store oil. 
Saudi overseas storage is 
estimated at 18 to 20 mfllion 
barrels. 

Iranian stocks are also said to 
have riseiL Several tankers areon 
their way to Rotterdam where 
stocks are already high. 

Mdidi Varzi, analyst at Lon- 
don's Kleinwort Grieveson 
Sec^ties, said about one million 
bpd of this month's Opec 
production was headed for 
storage.

Long before he rose to star- 
dom, Prince was already buidy 
cultivating an image built 
I: around mystery and intrigue. 
As far back as the late *70s, 
when he first visited England as 
a virtual unknown, he was a 
classic exampfe of a little man 
with BIG id^. 

Magenta Devine, the pop 
publicist turned TV presenter, 
remembers how, even then. 
Prince was alarmingly shy and 
secretive — facets whidi have 
now been rqieatedly ei^loited 
by reporters. 

**I sprat two days in a hotel 
room with Prince, handling bis 
interviews,'* Magenta reodls.

Af^ her second gold 
medal of these games, she com- 
mented: “It was almost easy.” ' 

BartUed 

Rsisa Smetanina battled from 
behind fora bronze me^ in the ' 
race, boosting her haul for four 
Olympics to nine medals., the 
most for any woman in Winter 
Olympic history. 

The only Soviet embarrass- 
ment was the disqualification of 
Nina Gavriluk, who placed 
eighth, for racing with an over- 
si^ ^oe manufacturer's logo 
on her headband. 

Now holding 25 medals in all, 
including nine golds, the Soviets 
boosted their lead over second- 
place East Germany, which 
stayed at 17 medals, induding 
seven golds. 

The East Germans, however, 
were hoping for gold from 
women's figure skating defend- 
ing champion Katanna Ilifitt, 
who won last nighi's short 
programme, worth 20 per cent of 
the total, and stood second 
overall going into , the finale, 
tomorrow night’s free skating, 
which is worth 50 per cent

"It is an unfortunate situation, 
but this tour has been postponed 
in the hope a tour can bake place 
sometime in tbe future, as we are 
well aware of the importance of 
assisting the development of 
cricket m Sri Lanka at Test 
le^.” 

This is the third time a tour of 
the racially-troubled island has 
been hit. 

New Zealand cut short a three- 
Test tour last April because of 
violence by guerrillas fighting to 
set up • an independent Tamil 
homeland on the Sinhalese- 
dominated island. And a short 
warm-up tour for Uie World Cup 
by Australia last September was 
alro called ofT. 

Gray said the board had 
waited as long as possible befon* 


deciding to call off the proposed 
tour. 

"Advice had been received 
from the department of foreign 
affairs and from other sources 
that showed improvement in the 
domestic security position within 
Sri Lanka compared with Sep- 
tember 1987. 

"But there was still a potential 
risk which was too great to 
ignore at this time,” Gray said. 
The tour would have comprised 
three Tests and three one-day 
internationals. 

ACB chief executive David 
Richards said discussions would 
be held with Sri l^nkan officials 
in London in July, when they 
would be attending tbe Inter- 
national Cricket C^onfercnce's 
annual meeting. 

“Tbematter will be kept under 
review and discussions will be 
held with the Sri Lankan board 
with the object of scheduling an 
Australian. tour to Sd Lanka at.

Fitzgerald upsets Lendl in US Pro tennis 


PHILADELPHIA. Feb 26, 
(AP): Sixteenth-seeded John Fit- 
zgerald upset Ivan Lendl, the 
world’s top-ranked tennis 
player, 7-6 (7-3), 6-4 yesterday in 
the third round of the $600,000 
US Pro indoor tennis champion- 
ships. 

Lendl had trouble making his 
first serves and grew irritat^ by 
distractions from a game on tbe 
nei^bouring couit, slamming a 
balJinto the spectrum's overhaul 
scoreboard at one point and 
complaining to the umpire. 

Not happy 

"I'm not happy at all about 
what happened here," Lendl said 
after the match. "I just couldn’t 
handle the conditions mentally. 
You need your concentration 
normally in a match, and this 
here was altogether a different 
thing for me." 

Fitzgerald, who had lost twice 
to Lendl, won on skill, rushing to 
the net frequently to hit 


placement shots beyond Lendl's 
reach. 

"I played my game well,” said 
the 27-year-old Australian, who 
is rank^ S7th in tbe world. "I 
served well and varied my service 
well." 

In the first set, Rtzgerald and 
Lendl broke each other's service 
twice, then after thesecond deuce 
in the ninth game, Lendl returned 
Fit^erald's serve wide to the left. 
Lendl hit the next shot wide to the 
right, aving Fit^erald his first 
lead of the game. 

Service held for the next three 
games, then Fit^erald won the 
tiebreaker easfly, 7-3. 

In the second set, Fitzgerald 
broke through Lendl's service for 
a 4-3 lead and scored the first 
point of his own serve before 
Lendl made three straight errors, 
raising the score to 5-3. 

Lendl held service to make the 
score 5-4. In the 10th game, Fitz- 
gerald took the first point with a 


sharply angled backhand volley. 
On the second point, Lendl 
knocked the ball out with an 
attempted passing shot down the 
line. 


Fitzgerald reached match 
point when Lendl hit the ball into 
the net, running hard after a 
volley, and Fit^^ald followed it 
with a serve that Lendl also hit 
into the net.
